The nation wan, therefore, rei»resented 
in Moses. The Jews, as a nation, fail 
od to live up to tile commandments of 
the' Lord, and their gins had about 
come to tho full, when John, tho Bap­ 
tist. came to prepare the i>eople for tin* 
advent of the Messiah, the Savior. He 
preached repentance and baptism for 
the remission of sin. 
This message 
was to the individual, and not to the 
nation, as the nation had already been 
baptized. 
But now a greater than 
Moses had come (Deuteronomy xviii. 
15), Christ; and these Jews who had 
I HH* n baptized, w ire transferred from 
Mosts into Christ by faith in the Lord 
Jesus as their Deliverer. 
Thus, the 
Jews were baptized iii water Iwfore 
they could be members of the Church 
of Christ. 
Not so with the Gentiles. 
They must be immersed in water after 
they become members of the Church. 
This in very evident from the experi­ 
ences of Cornelius, the first Gentile 
convert.
